Defense of Marriage Act 
Ruled Unconstitutional 


Judges say 1996 law 
deprives gay couples 
of rights, privileges 


Boston 

A battle over a federal law that 
defines marriage as a union between 
a man and a woman appears head- 
ed for the Supreme Court after an 
appeals court ruled Thursday that 
denying benefits to married gay 
couples is unconstitutional. 

In a unanimous decision, the 
three-judge panel of the 1st U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Bos- 
ton said the 1996 law deprives gay 
couples of the rights and privileges 
granted to heterosexual couples. 

The court didn’t rule on the 
law’s more politically combusti- 
ble provision — that states with- 
out same-sex marriage cannot be 
forced to recognize gay unions per- 
formed in states where it’s legal. It 
also wasn’t asked to address wheth- 
er gay couples have a constitution- 
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Looking Ahead 

White House spokesman Jay Carney said the Boston 
appeals court ruling that the Defense of Marriage Act 
was unconstitutional is “in concert with the presi- 
dent’s views." The ruling would not be enforced until 
the Supreme Court decides the case because the 
ruling only applies to states within 
the circuit — Massachusetts, 

Rhode Island, Maine and New 
Hampshire and Puerto Rico. 

Only the Supreme Court has the 
final say in deciding whether a 
law passed by Congress is un- 
constitutional. (AP)

The law was passed at a time 
when it appeared Hawaii would 
legalize gay marriage. Since then, 
many states have instituted their 
own bans on same-sex marriage, 
while eight states have approved it, 
led by Massachusetts in 2004. 

The court, the first federal 
appeals panel to rule against the 
benefits section of the law, agreed 
with a lower court judge who in 


2010 concluded that the law inter- 
feres with the right of a state to 
define marriage and denies married 
gay couples federal benefits given 
to heterosexual married couples, 
including the ability to file joint 
tax returns. The ruling came in 
two lawsuits, one filed by the Bos- 
ton-based legal group Gay & Les- 
bian Advocates & Defenders and 
the other by state Attorney Gen- 
eral Martha Coakley. 

Plaintiff Jonathan Knight, a 
financial associate at Harvard Med- 
ical School who married Marlin 
Nabors in 2006, said the Defense 
of Marriage Act costs the couple an 
extra $1,000 a year because they 
can’t file a joint federal tax return. 

Opponents of gay marriage 
blasted the decision. 

“This ruling that a state can 
mandate to the federal govern- 
ment the definition of marriage for 
the sake of receiving federal ben- 
efits, we find really bizarre, rath- 
er arrogant, if I may say so,” said 
Kris Mineau, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Family Institute. 

Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
New York, Iowa, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Maryland, Washington 
state and D.C. have approved gay 
marriage. Maryland and Wash- 
ington’s laws are not yet in effect.

In campaign finance 
fraud case, judge 
declares a mistrial 

Greensboro, N.C. 

John Edwards’ campaign finance 
fraud case ended in a mistrial 
Thursday when jurors acquitted 
him on one charge and deadlocked 
on the other five, unable to decide 
whether he used money from two 
wealthy donors to hide his pregnant 
mistress while he ran for president 
and his wife was dying of cancer. 

The monthlong trial exposed a 
sordid sex scandal, but prosecutors 
couldn’t convince jurors the can- 
didate masterminded a cover-up 
using about $1 million, and ulti- 
mately, jurors decided tawdry didn’t 
necessarily mean criminal. 

The jury’s decision came on a 
confusing day. The judge initially 
called jurors in to read a verdict 


on all six counts, before learning 
that they had only agreed to one. 
About an hour later, the jury sent 
the note to the judge saying it had 
exhausted its discussions. 

The jury reached a verdict on 
count three, which involved the 
$375,000 given by elderly heir- 
ess Rachel “Bunny” Mellon in 
2008. The other counts dealt with 
$350,000 Mellon gave in 2007, 
money from wealthy Texas attorney 
Fred Baron, filing a false campaign 
finance report and conspiracy. 


When the judge declared the 
mistrial and discharged the jury, 
Edwards hugged his daughter Cate, 
his parents and his attorneys. 

Later, he thanked the jury and 
his family, choking up when talk- 
ing about the daughter he had with 
his mistress, Rielle Hunter. About 
Frances Quinn Hunter, he said he 
loves her “more than any of you can 
ever imagine.” 

Then he started talking about his 
future: “I don’t think God’s through 
with me.” michael biesecker (ap)

The setup of the 17- country euro 
currency union is unsustainable, 
the head of the European Central 
Bank has told EU leaders, warning 
they must quickly come up with a 
broad vision for the future to get the 
bloc through its debt crisis. 

Mario Draghi said Thursday 
that the crisis had exposed the 
inadequacy of the financial and 
economic framework set up for 
the euro, which was introduced 


in 1999. 

Draghi said the bank had done 
what it could to fight the debt cri- 
sis by reducing interest rates and 
giving $1.2 trillion in emergency 
loans to banks. But it was now up 


to governments to chart a course 
ahead by reducing deficits, car- 
rying out reforms to spur growth 
and by strengthening the euro’s 
basic institutions. The ECB can- 
not “fill the vacuum of the lack of 


action by national governments” 
in those areas. 

He said the next step “is for our 
leaders to clarify ... what is the euro 
going to look like a certain num- 
ber of years from now.” 

European officials have worked 
to strengthen rules against piling 
up debt and to tighten surveil- 
lance over countries’ budgets and 
economies. 

Draghi said one first step would 
be to impose tighter central con- 
trol over banks through a banking 
regulator that could force banks to 
restructure. The European Com- 
mission announced plans for such 
a “banking union” on Thursday.

Egypt’s notorious emergency law 
expired Thursday, ending more 
than 30 years of broad powers to 
arrest and detain for a police force 
accused of widespread human- 
rights abuses. 

The military rulers who took 
charge from ousted president Hosni 
Mubarak indicated they have no 
intention to renew the law, saying 
they will continue to be in charge 
of the country’s security after it 
expired and until an elected civil- 


ian authority was in charge. 

“The significance of the expira- 
tion of the law is huge,” said Heba 
Morayef, a researcher with Human 


Rights Watch. “It is the symbolism 
attached to it” as one of the main 
tools of oppression under Muba- 
rak’s rule, she said. 


The uprising was partially 
fueled because of the abuses of the 
police force, and it vented anger 
against the symbols of the security 
agencies. The lifting of the law was 
a key demand by the pro-democ- 
racy youth groups that engineered 
the uprising 15 months ago. 

The military had said it will 
hand over power to a democrati- 
cally elected government by the end 
of June. A runoff between two top 
presidential candidates June 16-17 
is the final phase of the transition 
to democratic rule, (ap)

Bus Stop 

Safety violations spur a federal crackdown 
on at least 30 vehicles on the East Coast 


Washington 

Some of those sleek, modern curbside 
buses that pass through Washington 
en route to other East Coast cities 
may be operated by sleepy, untrained 
drivers, and running on bad tires and 
worn out brakes, federal officials said 
Thursday as they ordered more than 
30 of the vehicles off the road. 

The crackdown — which federal 
officials call the government’s largest 
safety crackdown of the motor coach 
industry in more than a decade — tar- 
geted three major companies that oper- 
ate under more than two dozen names 
and carry about 1,800 passengers a 
day along the Interstate 95 corridor 
between New York and Florida. 


Ordered to Stop 

Thursday’s shutdown targeted three 
companies— Apex Bus Inc. and 1-95 
Coach Inc., both of New York, and 
New Century Travel Inc. of Philadel- 
phia —that ran networks. Among 
their 26 subsidiaries were 13 that of- 
ficials said ignored earlier shut down 
orders. "My guess is wherever you 
see these companies listed, nobody’s 
ever seen them in those markets,’’ 
said Peter Pantuso, of the American 
Bus Association. “These companies 
base themselves in safe havens like 
Pennsylvania and North Carolina, 
which may not have as vigilant of an 
inspection system." (twp/ap)

Hundreds of Chuck Brown fans 
descended Thursday morning on 
the Walter E. Washington Conven- 
tion Center for the go-go godfa- 
ther’s last show, his public memo- 
rial service.

After spending much of the sea- 
son’s first two months surviving, 
and sometimes thriving, despite an 
offensive void in at least one out- 
field position, the Nationals are 
on the verge of welcoming back 
Michael Morse from the lat inju- 
ry that has kept him off the field 
since spring training.

Without him, Washington lost 
its would-be cleanup hitter and has 
struggled to fill the production gap 
in the batting order, his absence 
compounded by injuries to Ryan 
Zimmerman and Jayson Werth.

it wsis% an issue. They were doing 
everything big, big, big,” he says. 

Ryan’s favorite line of sofa 
beds, made by American Leather 
(Americanleather.com), offers a 
variety of sizes, from an armchair 
that pulls out into a single bed to 
a three-seater that pulls out into a 
king. All sizes come with Tempur- 
pedic mattresses, which don’t have 
springs or bars, so it’s much more 
comfortable to sit on the mattress 
when it’s rolled up into a couch. 

For very small spaces, the 
contemporary furniture store 
BoConcept (Boconcept.com), which 
has stores in Georgetown and 
Tysons Corner, sells an ottoman 
called the Xtra that pulls out into 
a single bed and costs $499. 

One customer who had just 
moved to the area bought two for 
her studio. “She was planning 
on family coming to visit quite 
often,” says Jose Gutierrez, a design 
consultant at the Georgetown 
store. She used the two ottomans 
as a coffee table by pushing them 
together and putting a tray across 
both. “She also had two different 
sleeping spots,” Gutierrez says. 

If you have the space, larger 
pieces can give you more sleeping 
options. BoConcept’s Melo is a two- 
seater sleeper sofa that allows each 
cushion to be pulled out separately 
into a single bed. If both cushions 
are pulled out, it forms a queen-size 
bed. But at 5 feet, 8 inches wide and 
$1,795, it’s not for every apartment 
or for every budget.

budget, air mattresses and camping 
pads are acceptable solutions, says 
Ryan. 

“They’re inexpensive and they 
sit in your closet, so someone can 
sleep on them in a pinch if you have 
a really small space and don’t get 
guests often,” he says. 

Once you’ve got the sleeping 
arrangements down, think about 
other things that your guests will 
need. Anna Kucera, owner and 
principal designer of Alexandria- 
based Gracious Living by Design, 
says hosts should aim to provide 
hospitality, comfort and privacy. 

Privacy isn’t always easy to 
come by in small spaces. Kucera 
suggests putting up a wood or 
fabric- covered screen to provide 
guests a little bit of solitude. 

Another useful investment is 
a small table on which guests can 
set a drink, book or phone.

Mark Bittman 


COOKBOOK AUTHOR, TV HOST, RUNNER 


It’s nearly impossible to poke 
around in the culinary blogosphere 
without running into one of Mark 
Bittman’s recipes. The food writ- 
er for the New York Times (famous 
for his “Minimalist” column, which 
featured, among other fuss-free 
recipes, “no-knead bread”) is also 
the author of more than a dozen 
cookbooks, star of his own Cook- 
ing Channel program and a regu- 
lar on the “Today Show.” (Bittman 
has even blogged for Runnersworld. 
com, though his writing there is 
better for witty musings on work- 
outs than recipe prep.) He just 
released “How to Cook EverjThing: 
The Basics” ($35, Wiley). 

You’re known for basic recipes, 
but how did you figure out how to 
make them yourself? 

I learned how to cook from cook- 


books, actually, in the ’60s and 
’70s. 

Any notable ones? 

At the time, I thought they were all 
notable, but some no longer exist. 
“The Joy of Cooking” of course was 
one, and the New York Times cook- 
books by Craig Claiborne. There 
were also books that were really, 
really obscure, books by people like 
Richard Olney. 

In “The Basics,” you talk about 
how to boil water. Really — peo- 
ple need help with that? 

[Laughs] Yes, it’s true that anyone 
can put water in a pot and turn the 
heat on. But there are people who 
don’t know what a simmer looks 
like, and we have 1,000 photos, 
so I thought, why not show that? 
I wanted to err on the side of com- 


pleteness. But that’s probably the 
most extreme “basic.” 

One of your tips is to trust your 
intuition while cooking. What if a 
newbie doesn’t have intuition? 

Cooking is all about practice and 
experience. To expect to be good 
the minute you start is as unreal- 
istic as to expect to be able to drive 
the first time behind the wheel of 
a car or to expect to be good at 
tennis the first time on the court. 
It’s something that takes practice 
and experience. It’s not talent, not 
genius, it just takes time.

You also stress that it’s OK to 
serve dishes warm or at room 
temperature. 

I think a lot of what gives people 
trouble is timing. They fret because 
they think everything needs to 
come to the table hot and at the 
same time. That’s very tricky; it’s 
not an easy thing to do. I made 
dinner last night and three of the 
four dishes I served were at room 
temperature. It’s hard to cook more 
than one thing and have them fin- 
ish at the same time, but it’s much 
easier if you finish one earlier. 

As a runner, what do you make 
to eat the night before a long run 
or race? 

I tend to do the carb-loading thing. 
I’m not sure I think it really mat- 
ters, but it is a fun excuse. 

So what’s on your plate then? 

Pasta, pasta, pasta.

97 Minutes in Heaven 

I love short films. I don’t mean the 
genre of short films (though there’s 
Little better than a good five-minute 
picture), but feature-length films that 
are not that Long. It takes more talent 
to make a tightly woven 90-minute 
film than a bloated three-hour epic. 
Which is only one of the many, many 
reasons I Love Wes 
Anderson’s “Moonrise

There’s a Lot to 
Love about the film, 
assuming you enjoy 
Anderson’s signature 
style.

There’s 
no waste anywhere in the film, and 
that reflects how we all felt when 
we first got those butterflies that 
come to dominate our Lives. When 
you’re 12, everything that happens 
is desperately important, from what 
shoes you wear to how you carry your 
Lunch to school. Everything depends 
on everything, which is exactly how it 
is in “Moonrise Kingdom." 

Each moment in the film is so 
Laden with importance that it’s 
almost crushing: with no time to 
spare, Anderson has created a 
world in which one glance can be an 
experience unto itself. And first Love is 
the most important thing in the world.

“Moonrise Kingdom” opens with no 
music — just the sound of raindrops 
falling on the roof of a preternatu- 
rally cozy house, which the camera 
gentiy leads the audience through as 
the family members inside go about 
their rainy-day business. 

Bathed in apple reds, egg-yolk 


yellows and an air of studied eccen- 
tricity, the house is immediately rec- 
ognizable as another habitat creat- 
ed by Wes Anderson, a film director 
whose obsession with material cul- 
ture, nostalgia and nursery comforts 
borders on the fetishistic. 

Of course, for viewers who hap- 
pen to share Anderson’s taste for 
boldly framed, bespoke productions

most likely is) lovingly handmade

Film Review 

There is no Prince Charming in 
“Snow White and the Huntsman,” 
but there’s everything else you 
remember from the classic fairy tale, 
plus a heck of a lot you don’t. 

Overlong, overcrowded, over- 
stimulating and with an over-the- 
top Charlize Theron as the evil 
queen Ravenna, the movie is a vir- 
tual orchard of toxic excess, start- 
ing with the unnecessarily sprawl- 
ing cast of characters. 

Why is this movie even called 
“Snow White and the Huntsman”? 
As the man sent to capture Snow 
White (Kristen Stewart) and bring 
her back so that Ravenna can chow 
down on the heroine’s still-beating 
heart — ewww, by the way — Chris 
Hemsworth is no more important 


to the story than the queen’s creepy 
brother, Finn (Sam Spruell). Finn is 
really the one who ends up hunting 
Snow White an 3 way, after the hunts- 
man falls victim to his prey’s beauty 
and becomes her protector. 

In that department, the hunts- 
man’s got competition, too. Snow 
White’s handsome childhood friend 
William (Sam Claflin) also is out to 
save her from Finn, leading to the 
obvious question: Is Kristen Stew- 
art contractually obligated to have 
two guys fighting over her in every 
movie she makes? 

In general, the special effects 
are quite impressive, but there are 
too many of them. Take the queen’s 
mirror, which morphs into a molten 
human figure (a la Robert Patrick’s 
liquid-metal T-1000 in “Terminator 
2: Judgment Day”) or the queen’s 
army, whose soldiers turn into 
shards of black glass. “Snow White” 
is full of visual gimcrackery. 

As for the story, you know it 
already, pretty much. Ravenna is

A Small-Scale 
Conspiracy 


‘Ultrasonic' asks big 
questions about who 
controls our lives 

Film 

D.C. is crammed with conspiracy 
theories — you get enough high-level 
people and Masonic symbols togeth- 
er and you’ve got a breeding ground 
for shadowy truths. “Ultrasonic,” 
directed by local Rohit Rao, focus- 
es on a conspiracy that operates on 
a smaller scale. The story of a musi- 
cian (Silas Gordon Brigham) with 
nearly superhuman hearing who is 
tormented by a sound no one else 
can hear asks questions about who 
really is in control of our lives. 

“The fact that the setting was 
D.C. makes sense,” says Rao, though 
the area wasn’t an inspiration. “Ini- 
tially, the story was about a musi- 
cian who had figured out a formula 
to make the perfect song, and every 
time he wrote a song he’d have the 
audience completely engaged. It just 
kind of morphed” into the current 
film, which opens theatrically and 
on Video on Demand today. 

That dual distribution suits Rao 
just fine, since it gets the film — 
which took the Best of Fest Prize at 
the 2012 DC Independent Film Fes- 
tival — in front of as many people 
as possible. “If somebody watches 
it on demand, that’s a completely 
respectable medium for me,” says 


Rao. “After having kids, it takes a 
lot of coordinating for me to get to 
the theater. I used to go to three, 
four movies a week, but [now] I’m 
a heavy on-demand watcher.” 

The look of the film — and the 
original story — is reminiscint of 
the early work of director Darren 
Aronofsky, particularly “Pi,” his 
debut feature about a man who fig- 
ures out the mathematical formu-

la that can crack the stock market. 
“[‘Pi’] was an insanely influential 
film in my life,” says Rao, “but when 
I was making this film it wasn’t ... 
in the forefront of my mind. 

“But I totally take it as a com- 
pliment,” he says. “There was one 
blurb posted on Flashfilm.com 
about the trailer, after Jonathan 
Fischer at the City Paper com- 
pared [‘Ultrasonic’] to ‘Pi,’ and 
they said, ‘If someone is compar- 
ing the film to “Pi,” they had best 
deliver.’ So we’ll see how it goes.”

BATTLESHIP (PG-13, 131 minutes) 
Battleship — Hasbro’s venerable game 
of naval strategy in which players use a 
combination of guesswork and logic to 
deduce the location of their opponents’ 
ships — isn’t exactly known for its thrill- 
a-minute narrative complexity. Fear not. 
“Battleship" is an invigorating blast of 
cinematicadrenaline. Deftly directed by 
Peter Berg, from a script by brothers Eric 
and Jon Hoeber that adds muscle, sinew 
and heart to the skeletal source mate- 
rial, the resulting film is an enormously 
entertaining amusement-park ride. Yes, 
it’s a bit preposterous, not to mention 
loud. But it’s also brisk and viscerally 
thrilling, with a genuine surprise or two 
— including a plot twist that manages 
to brilliantly incorporate the game’s es- 
sential DNAof blindly shooting at invisible 
targets. It’s the action that propels this 
fleet film forward. Like its naval name- 
sake, “Battleship" may be bulky, long and 
overblown, butwhen it gets in the water 
it’s as nimble as a speedboat. Sure, it may 
be beset by a few cliches, but it manages 
to outmaneuver them all in the end. m.o. 
THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
(PG-13, 122 minutes) A blandly middling 
crowd-pleaser, this film follows a group 
of seven English retirees who have taken 
up residence in a seedy Indian boarding 
house.Theentertainmentisdirectlypro- 
portionalto the appeal of each character. 
At the delightful end of the spectrum 
is Judi Dench’s Evelyn, a recent widow 
whose lonelinessand hard-won wisdom is 


rendered in an affectingly nuanced perfor- 
mance. At the other end is Maggie Smith’s 
Muriel, a nakedly racist coot rendered in a 
strident, one-note caricature. Some view- 
ers may respond to the film’s message 
that it’s never too late for love. Others 
may groan at its reliance on paleolithic 
vaudeville humor. Colonialiststereotypes 
alsoabound: India isdirtyand inefficient, 
and the food will give you the runs. m.o. 
THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 
on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use. 
The opening scenes are when viewers 
meet the principal players, who hew 


telegenically to horror-movie conven- 
tions. When they all pile into an RV and 
head for one of their cousin’s new place 
on a rural lake, carnage is sure to ensue. 
As a playful departure from the torture 
porn that it obliquely lampoons, “The 
Cabin in the Woods" marks a welcome 
return of cheap thrills and simple bump- 
in-the-night frights, with some stinging 
self-critical commentary on the side. A.H. 
DARK SHADOWS (PG-13, 112 minutes) 
Tim Burton’s retread of the 1970s daytime 
goth-opera — starring Johnny Depp — is 
depressing on myriad levels. It doesn’t 
know where it wants to dwell: in the eerie, 
subversive penumbra suggested by its 
title or in playful, go-for-broke camp. 
Depp onceagain plumbs his vocal depths 
to come up with a sonorously memorable 
voice for Barnabas, beginning with a 
narrated preamble explaining how the 
Collins family settled in Maine, made a 
fortune in fishing, built a soaring manor 
of Collinwood and suffered tragedy at 
the hands of a witchy servant girl named 
Angelique. The ribald humor that runs 
through “Dark Shadows" will most likely 
go over the heads of the youngsters to 
whom the rest of the movie is presum- 
ably aimed. Butsurely no one, regardless 
of age, will buy the third-act twist that 
occurs in the middle of the mayhem that 
Angelique brings down on Collinwood. a.h. 
THE DICTATOR (R, 83 minutes) “In 
loving memory of Kim Jong-ll," reads 
an epigraph at the beginning of Sacha 
Baron Cohen’s latestsend-up of political 
manners and American exceptionalism. 


It’s true that the character Cohen plays, 
an aggressively bearded tyrant named 
Admiral General Aladeen who has ruled 
the North African country of Wadiya 
since he was 7, embodies all of the ab- 
surdities of despotic power, including its 
preening vanity and chronic insecurity. 
As portrayed by Cohen, the egotistical, 
belligerent Aladeen bumblesthrough ev- 
erything— from sexual encounters with 
paid starlets to the executions he orders 
for the most innocuous perceived slight 
— like Uday, Qusay, Larry, Moe and Curly 
combined. (He describes himself as the 
last in a long line of now-fallen dictators: 
“Kim, Gaddafi, Saddam, Cheney.’’) Even 
amid the hit-and-miss broadsides and 
laugh-free longueurs that make up most 
of “The Dictator," Cohen’sacute hypocrisy 
detector keeps on ticking, if barely, a.h. 
THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT (R, 124 
minutes) A running sight gag has Jason 
Segel dressed in a pink bunny suit, which 
his character, Tom, wore to the New 
Year’s Eve party where he met Violet 
(Emily Blunt). She’s dressed as Princess 
Di, and it’s no wonder that the two hit it 
off. Oneyear later, Tom proposes to Violet 
in one of the cutest marry-me sequences 
staged in recent movie history. The film 
hits a speed bump right when Tom and 
Violet do, after they move to Michigan. 
Tom can’t find a job and winds up making 
sandwiches: Violet comes under the sway 
of a flashy psych professor, and the two 
begin to grow apart. Because it’s so will- 
ing to drill down into Tom’s and Violet’s

HYSTERIA (R, 95 minutes) Set in Vic- 
torian England, the loosely fact-based 
“Hysteria" is billed as the story of the 
invention of the electric vibrator. And it is 
that. Physician Mortimer Granville really 
did inventtheappliance,and it really was 
once used asatherapeutictreatmentfor 
a number of maladies thatwere imagined 
to be caused by a malfunctioning of the 
female anatomy. The film also is a com- 
edy about the discovery of the female 
orgasm. The cries of delight, expres- 
sions of ecstasy and rapturous physical 
convulsions that Granville’s patients 
undergo after he begins an apprentice- 
ship with Robert Dalrymple are referred 
to throughout the film as “paroxysms."

Dalrymple’s daughter Charlotte (Maggie 
Gyllenhaal) knows better.

THE LUCKY ONE (PG-13, 101 minutes) Can 
a drama be too restrained? “The Lucky 
One," adapted from a Nicholas Sparks 
novel, stars Zac Efron in a sudsy romantic 
melodrama. All great romances hinge on 
two things: keeping the principals apart 
and getting them together. When a con- 
clusion is as foregone as the one in “The 
Lucky One," the first part of the equation 
becomes nothing but contrivance and 
ginned-up conflict.

MARVEL’S THE AVENGERS (PG 13, 143 

minutes) There were ripples of anticipa- 
tion when Marvel Enterprises announced 
that Joss Whedon would direct “Marvel’s 
The Avengers," the comic-book movie 
to end all comic-book movies. The fan- 
boys wondered: What’s his play? “The 
Avengers" has been executed with allthe 
reverence the superfans demand.

MEN IN BLACK 3 (PG-13, 106 minutes) 
There are a couple of real pleasures in 
the third installment of the sci-fi adven- 
ture-comedy series about cops policing 
a shadow world of aliens living among 
us. The most satisfying is the setup: In 
a time-travel scenario. Agent J must go 
back to 1969 to prevent the murder of 
his partner. Agent K. But the best thing 
about the setup is that it affords the film 
an opportunity to make fun of the ’60s. 
Until Agent J “timejumps" into the past, 
however, the movie feels flat-footed and 
lazy, reprising old jokes and sight gags 
from the two earlier films. Adding to 
the list of misfires is Emma Thompson 
as Agent 0, the head of the M.I.B. agency. 
Seemingly intended to add spice, the 
actress is hopelessly wasted. Finally, 
there’s the tone. In earlier incarnations, 
the “Men in Black" franchise struck a 
happy balance between sly humor and 
slimy alien action. This third outing 
climaxes with a dark and melodramatic 
twistthat,whileaddinga layer of nuance 
and back-story, also feels wildly out of 
sync with itsaudience’sexpectations.M.o. 
THE PIRATES! BAND OF MISFITS (PG, 
90 minutes) The charmingly goofy animat- 
ed feature showcases characters known 
only as the Pirate Captain, the Pirate With 
Gout, the Albino Pirate, etc. “The Pirates!" 


is built around the premise of a reality-TV- 
style contest between the Pirate Captain 
and three other blackguards: Black Bel- 
lamy, Cutlass Liz and Peg Leg Hastings. 
In his search for ships filled with booty, 
the Pirate Captain accidentally sacks the 
HMS Beagle, the research ship of Charles 
Darwin (voiced by David Tennant), leading 
to a more landlocked, and delightfully 
ludicrous, adventure. As with Aardman’s 
“Wallace and Gromit" films, there’s a 
sardonic animal sidekick. Perhaps, by 
the second “Pirates!" film, there will be 
a character as beloved as Gromit, m.o. 
SAFE (R, 94 minutes) In 2011, more than 
500 people were slain in New York City. 
“Safe," the latest Jason Statham stab- 
and-shoot-’em-up, rivals that toll in 
barely 90 minutes. There’s a backstory 
tothis,and it’sactuallysortofwitty. But 
that can’t be discussed, because it would 
reveal too much about Luke, the killing 
machine Statham plays here. There’s not 
much else that’s unconventional about 
“Safe." The actor usually plays terse lon- 
ers, yet they’re always the kind of guys 
who pick up strays. So it’s no surprise 
when Luke rescues 11-year-old Mei, a 
math prodigy transported by gangsters 
from China to Chinatown because of her 
photographic recall of numbers. Aside 
from providing an alternate meaning for 
the movie’s title, the numbers Mei has 
memorized don’t provide much of a pay- 
off. But then, “Safe" isn’t very interested 


in mental processes. It’s more concerned 
with impossibly fluid fisticuffs. Morally, 
“Safe" is inexcusable: narratively, it’s 
absurd. But it’s great fun. mark jenkins 
THINK LIKE A MAN (PG-13, 120 minutes) 
An all-star revue of some of the most 
physically stunning actors in Hollywood, 
“Think Likea Man" isa pleasure if only on a 
purely sensory level. The nine main char- 
acters in “Think Like a Man" might be ar- 
chetypes-bordering-on-stereotypes, but 
all manage to resemble authentic human 
beings, thanks to the terrific actors who 
play them: Taraji P. Henson, Meagan 
Good, Regina Hall and Gabrielle Union.

WHAT TO EXPECT WHEN YOU’RE 
EXPECTING (PG-13, 110 minutes) Since 
it was first published in 1984, Heidi 
Murkoff’s “What to Expect When You’re 
Expecting," the go-to pregnancy guide 
with the colorful, quilt-patterned cover, 
has landed in the hands of an endless 
stream of expectant moms and dads. 
The book’s mission is clear: to shed light
